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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


The School Board having attended to their duties *‘‘accord- 
ing to the best of their abilities’’ would at the close of the year 
say to the people of Effingham, that taken as a whole the 
schools have been successful. 

Your committee have endeavored to observe the exact letter 
of the new town system law ‘‘to give all the scholars in town 
as nearly equal advantage as may be practicable”, by having in 
each district the same number of weeks of school, which was 
twenty two. In the district formed by uniting former districts 
2 and 3, owing to the weather the school was closed at the end 
of nineteen weeks but the money remains in the treasury and 
that school will have three additional weeks the coming sum- 
mer. <A very desirable result has been reached in building a 
new school house in the centre of the territory formerly includ- 
ed in districts Nos. 2 and 3. 

In the Champion district, Willard L. Meloon, has been ap- 
pointed trustee of the Abigail Drake fund and the interest to 
Oct. 1889, drawn and expended in that school in addition to 
the amount assigned that district from the school money. 

This fund amounting to $500.00 is invested in the County at 
4 percent. The school house at Effingham Falls, has been re- 
paired to some extent inside and new seats and desks put in. 
This house is in need of some repairs outside. The house at 
Lord’s Hill is leaking badly and should as a matter of economy 
be shingled the coming year.
